Provided further that out of the total number of permanent vacancies in any 
of the Class III or Class IV posts specified in the Schedule to be filled by direct 
recruitment in a year, not more than one third may be filled by transfer from 
amongst the employees of the Statc Governments concerned in accordance with 
thc general instructions issued by the Central Government from time to time.
